General Chou is out- 
ranked in the Communist 
party 


only by General 
Mao Tze-Tung. 


Communist army commander. Of 
course, there's still a load of dy- 
namite in the situation, but 
the 


Chinese home-front seems to have 
made a fair start in pulling out of 
a nasty position. 


I had the privilege of 
meeting 


General Chou, who was stationed 
in Chungking as liaison 
between 


the Communists and the 
govern- 


ment. He assured me that his party 
wasn't working to supplant the gov- 
ernment but merely sought recog- 
nition along with the Kuomintang. 
He declared there was no link with 
Moscow. 


My guess is that Chou will play 


a highly important role, and 
if 


that's so it is a happy circumstance 
that he and Chiang Kai-Shek are 
friends. Chou is a cultured man of 
wide education. He looks to be in 
his sunny forties. He has a strik- 
ing personality and incidentally is 
one of the handsomest Chinese I've 
encountered. 


The general comes of an aris- 


tocratic official family. He 
began 


his revolutionary career when a 
youth in school in Tientsin. Later 
he studied in France, and became 
one of the earliest members of 
the 
Chinese 
Communist 
party. 


When Generalissimo Chiang 
was 
' kidnaped by rebels in Sian in 1936 
it was General Chou who was in- 
strumental in securing his release. 
Later Chou negotiated for the re- 
construction of the united political 
front on an anti-Japanese basis.

Infant Care 
Program 


Little Rock, Oct. 22 The head of 


the Arkansas Medical Society says 
the Society Council opposes 
thq 


emergency maternity and 
infant 


care program for wives and chil- 
dren of service men "because it 
placed the government 
between 


the physician and his patient' 


Dr. Sam Albright, Searcy, AM 


president, said last night that at the 
Society's request the State Board 
of Health had recently discontinued 
the program in Arkansas, effec- 
tive Oct. 31. 


"The program provided fpr uni- 


form treatment and uniform pay- 
ment for all the cases, even to the 
number of trips a physician was to 
make to his patient in order to get 
paid in full," Dr. Albright said. 


"The 
association always 
has 


been opposed to the principle in 
the presenl regulalions. 


"Physicians would be willing to 
parlicipate in the program if the 
funds were turned over to the pa- 
tient and Ihe palienl be allowed to 
select ht-r own doctor1 and make 
her own financial arrangements." 
The program was started in Ar- 


kansas at May 19. It has financed 
2,350 oases at a tolal cost lo the 
government of $147,132. Physicians 
who participate receive a 
maxi- 


mum $35 per case for pre-nata 
care and the delivery.

Finds All Bombers Look Much 
Alike in Dark-Even Germans

New York, Oct. 23—(UP)— LI. 


Warren Bacon of Portland, Ore., 
was slill blushing about Ihe com- 
pany he kept one night, bul he ex- 
plained that all bombers — even 
German ones look pretty 
much 


alike in the dark. 


One evening recently Lieutenant 


Bacon was oul on a routine in- 
spection flight in his Flying For- 
tress, when he noticed by 
his 


watch il was lime to gel back. 


On his way back lo his base he 


ran inlo a formation of bombers 
also headed for the field. Being 
sociable, Lieutenant Bacon decid- 
ed lo join the formation. He waved 
a cherry hello and nosed into for- 
mation ullhough il was too dark lo 
sec anything bul Ihe oulline of Ihe 
planes. 


It was so dark he barely could 


make oul Ihe field. The Lieutenant 
strained lo gel his bearings. II was 
all right to black Ihe place oul, but 
ic thought the field might at least 
send up a flare, to help him land. 


Ho started to contact the control 


owner to ask for a light when sud- 
denly flares began popping 
all 


i round him. 


"Holy smokes," whistled Bacon,

There was a plane above him, 


and one in front. Lieutenant Bacon 
igured they were coming in, too 
and was all set to tag along.

As nonchalantly as possible, the 


Yank pilot tried to maneuver him- 
self oul of Ihe way, 
* 


Somehow, the Germans got sus- 


picious. II jusl wasn't natural for 
any ordinary bomber to want lo 
be alone, like that. They took one 
good look — and knew all. 


They started moving in fust but 


ihey weren't fast enough for Lieu- 
tenant Bacon. The Yank and his 
jlane already were way out 
of 


•ange, and Ihe Jerries were lefl 
landing in mid-air, no doubl mak- 
ing gulleral noses. 


As for Lieulenant Bacon, there 


wasn'l much he could say for him- 
self, except thai in the dark, all 
bombers are gray. 


At present the 'Red Army is strik- 


ing first in this sector and then in 
another, straining the already thin 
line of German communications to 
shift men and material to meet the 
sudden attacks. 


Early in the week the Germans'

tion .of the dam, said he believed 
the War Food Administration could 
be lined up as sponsor. 


He explained construction 
had 


been held up because no agency 
had been designated to sponsor the 
dam and that this was necessary 
lo obtain priorities on materials. 


"War food administration is not 


ordinarily a sponsor of flood con- 
trol projects but I believe it would 
be in this instance." 


Adkins said a tentative 
survey 


showed that 1,368,00 acres in Ar- 
tansas and 1,031,000 acres in Okla- 
loma had been inundated by the 
May flood and that 84,000 acres 
n Arkansas and 67,000 in Okla- 
loma had been so damaged they 
would be useless for 1944 cultiva- 
.ion. 


He added that in Arkansas alone 


he flood destroyed 78,000 acres of 
cotton, 61,000 acres of corn, 18,00 
of hay,.60.000 of vegetables and 100,- 
000 acres of pasture.

in Oklahoma but said the project 
hinged on proving its benefits to 
food production in the 
Arkansas 
valley. 


Adkins, who accompanied gover- 


nor Robert S. Kerr, of Oklahoma 
lo me capitol lo plead for construc- 
tion .of the dam, said he believed 
the War Food Administration could 
be lined up as sponsor. 


He explained construction 
had 


been held up because no agency 
had been designated to sponsor the 
dam and that this was necessary 
lo obtain priorities on materials. 


"War food administration is not 


ordinarily a sponsor of flood con- 
trol projects but I believe it would 
be in this instance." 


Adkins said a tentative 
survey 


showed that 1,368,00 acres in Ar- 
tansas and 1,031,000 acres in Okla- 
loma had been inundated by the 
May flood and that 84,000 acres 
n Arkansas and 67,000 in Okla- 
loma had been so damaged they 
would be useless for 1944 cultiva-
